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Army revamps REFORGER exercise 
Hi-tech improvements slated for '90 

In a move designed to help USAR­
EUR "train smarter" and ultimately im-
prove combal readiness, computer simu-
lation technology will be integrated into 
future REFORGER exercises. 

The REFORGER Enhancemenl Pro­
gram (REP) will alIow U.S. forces to ob­
tain the maximum training value from 
major exercises by integraling new com­
puter simulation technology into Com-
mand Post Exercises (CPX) and Field 
Training Exercises (FTX). 

' In addition, the Command Field Exer­
cise (CFX), which encompasses aspecls 
of both an FTX and CPX, will assume 
increasing importance in future RE­
FORGER exercises. CFXs focus on the 
training of commanders and their staffs 
at different levels of command, rather 
than on the evaluation of technical and 
tactical skills demonslrated by the sol­
dier in the field. 

Under the REFORGER Enhancement 
Program, REFORGER '89, originally 
scheduled for September 1989, will be 

delayed and merged wilh REFORGER 
'90. Also, a corps-levcl exercise called 
Caravan Guard, usually conducted in the 
spring, will be pushed back to the fall in 
deference to REP. U.S. forces wiH use 
this smaller exercise to test the improved 
training techniques planned for RE­
FORGER '90. 

Scheduled to run from January 
through March 1990, REFORGER '90. 
will be the first in the exercise series to 
be conducted under the enhancement 
program and the 21 st in the REFORG­
ER series overall. 

Whilc the enhanced REFORGER con-
cept will still enable the United States to 
deploy significant numbers of soldiers 
from the U.S., the overall number of sol­
diers in the field will lessen in subse-
quent maneuvers. Smaller forces will re-
sult from the "training smart" 
philosophy; using an innovative mix of 
simulations, FTXs, CPXs and CFXs to 
accomplish training objectives estab-
lished for each of the participating units. 

As in the past, REFORGER will con-

tinue to exercise ali of the logistical and 
administrative aspects involved in mov-
ing large numbers of forces from the U.S. 
to Europe. Soldiers will arrive from var-
ious ports to link up with equipment ar-
riving by ship and Ihen draw from pre-
posittoned stocks stored in Europe. 

Forces will then participatc in major 
NATO field exercises in the Federal Re-
public of Germany. Manuever damage 
prevention and environmental protec-
tion will continue to receive strong cm-
phasis during ali phases of the enhanced 
concept. 

REFORGER is an annual straiegic de-
ployment and maneuver exercise which 
is intended to display rcsolve and dcm-
onslrate an ability to reinforce NATO. 
REFORGER came about under a 1967 
tripartilc agreemcnt between the United 
States, the United Kingdom and the Fed­
eral Republic of Germany. The annual 
exercise is gcared towards improving the 
combat capability of both deploying and 
in-theater forces in.the European envi-
ronment. (ARNEWS)
